WrerEas, Doubts have arisen as to the legality of the incor-
poration of the town of Farley in the county of Dubuque and
state of Jowa, and in the election of its officers and the ordi-
nances passed by the town council of said town, And the
first three or 4 years of its records were lost. Therefore,

Be it enacted by the (eneral Assembly of the State of lowa:

Seorion 1. That the incorporation of the said town of Far-
leé in Dubuque county and state of Iowa, the election of its
officers and all the official acts done and ordinances passed by
the town council of said town not in contravention with the
laws of Iowa are hereby legalized-and the same aremade valid
as 1tlhough the law had in all respects been strictly complied
with. !

Sec. 2. That the records lost shall not invalidate the legal-
ity of said town of Farley nor the acts done by the town coun-
cil of said town.

Sec. 8. This act being deemed of immediate importance
shall be in force and take effect from and after its publication
in the Des Moines Register and the Farley Advertiser, news-
papers published at Des Moines and Farley, Iowa, without
expense to the state.
